better out of existence. No one 
would say a word to spare or re- 
spite them. Mr. Thurber, the 
president of the Export Associa- 
tion in his testimony before the 
industrial commission said: 

"The only trusts which have 
succeeded for any length of time 
have been those which have been 
conducted on a far sighted basis 
of moderate margins of profit, re- 
lying upon a large turn-over and 
the economies resulting from the 
command of large capital intelli- 
gently administered." 

They arc the only trusts that 
should be permitted to exist. 
There arc trusts and trusts 
for good, some for cyil. 
hard to separate the sheep from 
the goats, but it is easy to con- 
demn all for the sins of those who 
have sinned and are sinning.— Ex- 
change. 



TRUSTS. 
It has been shown that the rail- 
road trust, the first trust to be 
organized in this country was rot 
an unmitigated evil. The proof of 
it was that the trust reduced its 
rates on shipping enormously and 
that the general public was saved 
more than two billions and a half 
dollars under the average trafic 
rates since its organization. Had 
the rate that prevailed before the 
trust was organized been 
tinucd all the years the aggregate 
increase proffis of the roads in the 
trust would have been more than 
six billions. That amount was 
saved by the people. Neither the 
consignor nor the consignee pay 
the freight. The consumer pays 
it when he buys. To the sale 
price of every article of merchan 
dise is added the freight charges 
by the merchant, hence the 
reduced traffic charge was a saving 
for the people. 

Rut the railroad trust methods 
are not adopted by all trusts. All 
trusts do not save the people 
money. Neither do all trusts 
increase the profits of labor in 
harmony with the profits of capital. 
When aggregate capital becomes 
selfish, failing to reduce the cost 
of its productions for the benefit 
of the consumer, or fails to increase 
the price of labor employed in the 
productions, then the trust is an 
evil that should be squelched im 
mediately and effectively. There 
are trusts to-day that have unlim- 
ited power in their fields and 
which have become tyranical ir 
the abuse of this possessed power. 
They attempt to crush out of ex 
istance all competetion by methods 
positively criminal. 

Trusts that say to a retailer, i 
many of them have said and a 
saying, "You can not sell 01 
goods if you sell those of othi 
manufacturers," are adopting c 
ercive powers that no one 
canapprove defend, 
gate. No one would be silly 
enough to attempt it. Trusts 
that stop producing simply to in- 
crease the price of their produc- 
tions, when their capital invested 
is giving them a fair reward, equal 
to that of the labor employed, are 
be 



INSURANCE QUESTION. 
On last Wednesday a fit of ex- 
Itement prevailed in our city, 
which was occasioned by a colli- 
sion between the Grand Jury on 
one side and Judge Cooper, pre- 
siding, and Commonwealth's At- 
torney Young on the other. As 
we understand it the Court had 
instructed the grand jury on the 
subject of "trusts and combines 
that evidence had been adduced 
before the jury to the effect that 
there is a local board which a 
greater number of insurance com- 
panies belong, have a fixed rate to 
which each company is obligated. 
The grand jury with evidence in 
hand were about to adjourn with 
out indicting. The Common- 
wealths Attorney was in posses- 
sion of these facts and went before 
the Court with an affidavit relat- 
ing same. Thereupon the Court 
ordered the grand jury brought 
before him, when he reminded 
them of their oath and duties as 
grand jurors, with the further 
statement that other grand juries 
would follow them. The jury re- 
turned to their room where the 
question was reconsidered and in- 
dictments returned against thirty 
one companies doing business 
here— three of the jurrymen dis- 
senting. 

To us this appears as a matter 
of difference in opinion only. The 
grand jury is composed of our 
best citizens— men of reputation 
and high moral standing. They 
were under oath and we presume 
no one would question their hon 
esty of purpose. In their hand: 
as grand jurors is the protection 
of life and property, and it is to 
their interest as well as to the 
terest of the community, that 
ey be honest and true. 
On the other hand the judge 
upon the bench and the attorney 
the prosecution of his office are 
likewise under oath and they are 
of the choosing of the people, be- 
cause of their ability, their honor 
and their integrity. There is no 
reason why they should not be 
just as between man and man, and 
hence the action on part of jury 
and Court appears to us only as a 
fference of opinion. 
Before the meeting of the Court 
it was our opinion that it would be 
nnwise to indict the insurance 
companies at this time, and we 
have had no cause to change our 
minds. 

We can see in .this entire matter 
nothing more than an agreed rate, 
as between companies, with no 
view whatever of driving other 
companies from the field. The 
fact is we have companies inde- 
pendent of the board, some of 
which are just as solvent as those 
in the board, and the people who 
insure can deal with either accord- 
ing to choice. 

On the same ground all profes- 
sionals which have a schedule rate 
and who respect it, would he sub- 
ject to indictment. We believe 
that all trusts and combines, of 
whatever character, whose object 
is the advancement of one against 
that of the consumer and the la- 



borer, should cease to have an e> 
istence. 

In this government of ours on< 
of its basal structures n equal priv- 
ileges to all, and no man has a 
right under the guise of law to ap- 
preciate his interests over that of 
another. This is Democracy, this 
is right, but we should be able to 
discriminate between the mere 
consolidation of capital and be- 
tween trusts and combines, whose 
sole purpose is self-aggrandise- 
ment. 

The meeting of Court and Attor 
cy with the foreman of the grand 
jury with these differences of 
opinions was a case of "Greek 
meet Greek, " "diamond cut dia- 
mond." 

Were the duties of public offi- 
cers better understood by the peo- 
ple there would be less to do over 
difference of opinions.

And the Fiendish Efforts to Kill 



Seoul.'Korea, Asia 
Fob. 18, 1898. 
My Djsr KriendsJMaguiars, Trimbles 
and Whites: 

Four months] have passed since I 
left the home land,' and I have had 
only three letters , from you, one on 
the ateanmrjand two here. 

Mrs. Campbell was called two 
weeks ago to Sougdi to assist in tak- 
ing care of Mr. Collyer, one of the 
niissionaries^there: who has a most 
severe case of typhoid . Miss Yun 
<Dr. Yun) and I have charge of 
things here — Ihe^achool, the servants, 
the home, etc. 

Songdi is the place to which Bishop 
Wilson, when hejwas here in Septem- 
ber, appointedjme, but my goiug has 
been prevented in various ways. 
There are two, families of our mission 
there, Dr. Hardie's family and Mr. 
Collyer's, but no/rther foreigu people 
in the place. Mrs. Ballenger, a lady 
from San Francisco, was teaching Dr. 
Hardie's children. She took smallpox 
the 2nd week in January and died in 
six days. When she was first taken 
sick they did not know what the sick- 
ness was and put her in the room that 
I was to have had, but when the 
trouble was known, she was takon to 
a room in the yard where she died. 
The members of the two familios had 
been successfully vaccinated so none 
of them took it. Had I been thore 1 
would have probably been a victim, 
as I have since been vaccinated and 
it took well. It seems providential 
that my going had been prevented, 
yet there is much of the same thing 
here, and doubtless, I pass some house 
where it is every time I go through 
the streets. While we try to take 
every precaution to prevent it, I do not 
feel at all nervous. Our great life- 
keeper is able to protect under all cir- 
cumstances. Yet the deith of a Chris- 
tian makes deep impressions on the 
Koreans who so much fear death, 
hence God may see fit to use some of 
tis iu that way to show thorn the val- 
ue of Christianity to the dying, so 
should I bo takon speedily, we shall 
not feel that my coming to Korea was 
in vain. 

The demon worship, which is the 
religion of the country, suggests 
nothing to the heathen mind 
of the joys or woes of future iifo as 
does Christianity, but it gives con- 
stant dread and tear ot the myriads of 
evil spirits that throng the earth, ai is 
believed, having power to afflict the 



people with all kinds of injuries. One 
never knows when he has offdiidod 
one of theso spirits, so musf live in 
constant dread which impels the 
making of expensive offerings to ap- 
pease their anger. It is estimated 
that dsmond worship costs the people 
or Korea two and a half million dol- 
lars a year. 

The demons are supposed to be the 
spirits of people who have died in 
poverty and are now wandering 
about the world in cold, hunger and 
nakodness, afflicting in various wave 
those who do not supply their needs. 
It is said in tbe city of Seoul there are 
three thousand sorceresses that are 
paid large sums for influencing the 
spirits . 

In the yard of each heathen home 
is a bunch of straw which is the spirit 
nest and on certain days of each 
month offerings and some food are 
placed on the nest for the spirits. 

While demon worship Is the pre- 
vailing religion of the country there 
is mingled with it some Confucianism 
and Buddhism. Ancestral worship as 
practiced by Confucianists does not 
bold here as in China; that 
the happiness of the father iu 
the other world depeuds on 
the faithfulness of the children in of- 
fering sacrifices. In Korea it effects 
the reputation of the son as being a 
man who shows respect to the spirit 
of his father living in the ancostral 
tablet. 

These Confucianists believe that 
man has three souls. After 
death one wanders about on the 
earth, one resides in the grave

The common people worship for two 
generations back ; high officials wor- 
ship for four ; the King five . 

When a man dios it is often days 
before a place for the grave can be 
decided upon. It is believed that a 
well-chosen site for the grave brings 
wealth and many sons to the man 
that is buried. A goomaucer is con- 
sulted and he must choose the place 
(or the grave. When the grave site 
has finally been rhoson they start 
with a long procession of lanterns at 
dusk with loud mourning. After the 
grave has been made they place small 
tables in front of it upon which are 
offerings ot wine and dried fish. The 
relatives bow 10 the ground many 
times wishing peace to the spirit that 
is to remain in tho grave. Theu they 
make offerings and worship the spirit 
that is suppposed to preside over the 
place. These are only & few of the 



many qaMtf things that they In in fa 
and do. I have not learned about 
thorn all as vet. 

It is blessed lo know that in the 
midst of such heathen darkness the 
seeds of Christianity are baitig plant- 
ed anil that there are many witnesses 
for Christ. Last fall when the polit-

the native Christians were threatened 
a thousand Korean Christians met to 
petition the King for protection. They 
began their meeting with prayer and 
it seemod to have a good effect as the 
troubles subsided and all has been 
quiet since, 

I wrote you about the attempt to 
kill Mr. Yorn, who was one of the 
leaders of the Independents. Uis one 
purpose seems to bo to do something 
that will inspire his fellow-country- 
men to a higher life. Ue has preach- 
ed for Dr. Reid all winter just the 
same as he has been doing during the 
past three years, since Dr. Reid has 
been here. All the time the members 
of the peddlers club have been trying 
to find a chance to kill him. tie is a 
splendid example of a man, that can 
be loyal both to Christ and to his 
country, and his life is the result of 
missionary work, as you can see from 
the little sketch of his life and his 
wife's which I will enclose. Two 
weeks ago he gave Dr. Reid a piece 
of ground valued at $1,500 for the 
mission, and his father gave $ 1,000 iu 
money — a wonderful gift for a Ko- 
rean. 

The King offered Mr. Yun several 
important offices in tho government 
and lie refused them all, because he 
knew that he could not do any t hit) g 
for his country, as he would have to 
work with tho miiny othor rftlcials 
who were opposed to advancement . 
The King has lately appointed him 
Governor of Wanean, about six days' 
journey from here. He did not want 
to accept the position but his father 
urged it so lie went there last week to 
taku the position. 

We heard last night that the King 
had sent a number of policemen over 
therein disguise. It is thought now 
that the King wanted to send him 
there so that his enemies might get at 
him. He was protected here by bis 
foreign friend-, so that thoy could do 
nothing with him. His family is 
still here. Uis wife is Bplendld. We 
visit her. She and his mother spent 
the day with us yesterday. She 
speaks English, Chinese and Korean. 
The mother-in-law speaks only Ko- 
rean. They have three children 
now— Laura II ay good and two little 
boys, one three months old. 

The Korean New Years day came 
on February 10. On that day the en- 
tire nation, from the patrician of the 
bluest blood to the coolie, appeared 
in spotless white, new or freshly 
laundried garments, and tho children 
iu variegated costumes of brilliant 
colors. 

They calebrate two weeks, closing 
their festivities on the 15th, which is 
the most important day of the year.

The principle of conquest is 
wrong. Our nation has steadily con- 
tended against it and it is impossible 
to calculate the far-reaching e 
upon our people ol a doctrine that 
.vim hi substitute force for reason in 
he declaration of the nation's policy. 
Those who oppose imperialism plead 
for the Filipinos but for the 
ricau people. Our nation it 
ig enough to do harm, but il 
ought to be too great to do wrong. 

I feel confident that the sober sec- 
ond thought of the American people 
will sustain those who believe that 
the Filipinos should be treated like 
the Cubans, namely : Given their in- 
dependence and protected from out- 
side interference.

World of Sharpsburg, of Friday, 
following : 

"The opening sermon of Kbenezcr 
Presbytery, which met with the Pres- 
byterian church here, was preached 
Tuesday evening by Re**. W. C. 
Roberts, D. D., Presideut of Centre 
College, Danville. His theme was 
•The Bible,' and his toxt Rev . 22 : 7, 
•The Sayings of this book.' The ser- 
mon was a scholarly discourse upon 
the Word of God. 

"The Presbytery was called to order 
by Rev. F. J. Cheek, the retiring 
Moderator, and after the roll-call by 
Rev. W. C. Condit, D. IX, Stated 
Clerk, Rev. J. P. Whitehead, of Now- 
port, was elected Moderator, and Rev. 
J. N. Erwin, of Dayton, Permanent 
Clerk. 

"Wednesday morning at 11 o'clock, 
Rev. W. O. Good loo, D. D,of Har- 
rodsburg, preached a memorial ser- 
mon on the life and character of Rev.

3: 17, 'The man of God, thor- 
ou£hly furnished.' It was a beauti- 
ful tribute to the country pastor and 
especially to the life and character of 
that good man who labored so faith- 
fully the greater portion of his life, 
among the people of this and adjoin- 
ing communities iu his Master's 
cause. 

"Rev. W.S. Fulton, D. D., of Lex- 
ington, and Elder J. C. Stevenson, of 
Murphysville, were elected Commis- 
sioners to the General Assembly 
which meets at Minneapolis in May.
